PARTY QUESTION. 


The Two G reat P arties D ivide on the 
Irrigation Question. 
W ash in g to n , May 7th.—The irrigation 
and arid lands bill will be made a party 
question in CoDgress. The majority and 
minority reports have been completed by 
the Senate committee. Senators Stewart, 
Plumb, Moody and Casey make the ma­ 
jority report. It censures the Director of 
the Geological Survey, Powell, for spending 
the money appropriated for the survey in 
making topographical maps, and says it 
was a plain violation of the statute and a 
misapplication of the money. 
The report says the topographical maps 
are unnecessary, and that it would take ten 
years to complete them. The report favors 
some immediate action of Congress as re­ 
gards the irrigation of arid lands. 
Senators Reagan, Gorman and Jones of 
Arkansas, all Democrats, make a minority 
report favoring Powell’3 plan for topo­ 
graphical maps, and say the Government 
need not construct irrigating works, and 
that the solution of the problem is very 
simple. It consists in organizing natural 
irrigation districts through the agency of a 
survey by the General Government and 
necessary legislation by States, and in 
turning over the problems of irrigation to 
such districts. 
The minority presents a bill, one feature 
of which makes it lawful for States to pro­ 
vide a Board of Irrigation. The general 
effect of the bill is to turn over the control 
of irrigation to the States and districts. In 
commenting on the majority report, which 
recommends a Bureau of Irrigation and 
Forestry, the minority say this is unwise 
and unnecessary, and wants the work con­ 
tinued under the Geological Survey. 
The minority also says their report is in 
the interest of the farmers, while the ma­ 
jority is in the interest of companies. 


TH E SILVER BILL. 


Senator T est Says It is U nnecessarily D e­ 
layed. 
W ash in g to n , May 7th.—At 2 o’clock 
the presiding officer of the Senate an­ 
nounced that under last Friday’s agree­ 
ment all bills would be laid aside and the 
Senate wonld proceed to the consideration 
of the Senate bill authorizing the issue of 
treasury notes on the deposit of silver bull­ 
ion. The bill having been read in extenso, 
Mr. Stewart rose and said: 
“I ask unanimous consent that the bill 
just read be postponed until Tuesday next, 
and it shall then be unfinished business at 
2 o'clock.” 
Mr. Vest objected. He did not know, he 
said, what arrangements had been made 
outside of the chamber, nor did he care. 
His judgment was that the silver bill was 
the most important bill on the calendar 
and that it ought to be disposed of, and 
that it had been unreasonably delayed. 


OAKLAND’S POSTMASTER. 


W hy the D em ocrats are 
Opposed 
to 
B ishop's Confirmation. 
W a s h in g to n , May 7th.—Bishop's nom­ 
ination as Postmaster of Oakland, vice 
Hanna, removed, will probably be con­ 
firmed in a few days. Bishop’s confirma- 
tioh has been hanging fire for about a 
month. Some of the Democrats have op­ 
posed the 
confirmation, 
alleging 
that 
Hanna was wrongfully removed before the 
expiration of his term. Upon Stanford’s 
return he and McKenna started to work to 
have Bishop's nomination confirmed. The 
Repnblicans 
here 
who claim to 
be 
well informed charge that 
the 
Presi­ 
dent 
had 
good grounds 
for 
remov­ 
ing 
Hanna, 
as 
he 
was 
not 
only 
inefficient, but one of his clerks defaulted 
in the sum of $900, which Handa only 
made good when the Inspector was sent 
out to investigate. 
Mr. McKenna and 
others of the Pacific coast delegation de­ 
clined to commit themselves as to this 
feature of the matter, but inquiry at the 
Postoffice Department develops the fact 
that such a report is not altogether devoid 
of truth, The Democrats interested, while 
not acknowledging the trnth of this, say 
that even if it were so Hanna acted hon­ 
orably in making the defalcation good.

Sensation In J o liet.

One of the men had 
a letter on his person directing his friends 
to send money to Barrett, the foreman of 
Winterbottom & Son, the owners of the 
cooper shop in the prison. Barrett was or­ 
dered from the prison this evening and the 
prisoners sent to solitary. Barrett claims it 
to be a put up job, as he was hard on the 
prisoners. 
McCarthy’s Charges.

Two 
of the negroes have since died, and one 
other must follow sood.

One of them will 
be grasped by veterans, the next by citizens 
and the other by ladies. Tbe statute will 
be hauled to the site at 5 o’clock in the 
evening. 
A baud of music will head the 
procession. 
It will take fourteen days to place the 
statue on the pedestal. The pieces will be 
hoisted by jackscrows. It requires great 
vigilance to prevent relic hunters from 
breaking off pieces of it. 
Troops will be 
here from all parts of the South at the un­ 
veiling. It is estimated that the military 
procession on the 29th will be the largest 
seen iu the South since Sherman's march 
through it. 
L a te r —The trucks containing the Lee 
statue were removed to-night to the place 
of unveiling,with men, women and children 
tugging at the ropes. Tbe Hue of march 
was packed with people from the starting 
point to the finish, while the cheering and 
waving of flags was continuous. All the 
trucks were handsomely decorated with 
pictures of General Lee and flags of South­ 
ern States, while here and there Confeder­ 
ate battle flags floated to the breeze. 
Cutting R ates, 
C hicago, May 7 th —The “Soo” line and 
National Dispatch took a whack at rates 
from New York to St. Paul to day, which 
knocks the bottom out of all previous cuts, 
and completely knocking out the Chicago 
lines from any business, as they are power­ 
less to meet the cut by the action of the 
trunk lines east, who refuse to prorate in 
the cut.

THAT TERRIBLE FIR E. 


Over 
One 
Hundred 
H um an 
Being* 
Rousted A live. 
M o n tre a l, May 7th.—By the burning of 
the insane asylum at Longue Pointe, it is 
known over 100 souls perished, including 
imbeciles and sisters. The neighborhood of 
the asylum is overrun with lunatics. Like 
dumb brutes, the tlames possessed fearful 
fascination for the poor creatures, and 
many deliberately rushed into the tlames. 
The screams ol the inmates could plainly 
be heard above the roar of the tlames. 
Some tore their hair, others looked on 
gleefully and clapped their hands. Maniacs 
were hemmed in their cells by llames, and 
watched the devouring element approach 
with childish pleasure, and soon they 
writhed in its grasp. All the building is 
level with the ground. 
MaDy firemen were 
injiired trying to rescue the "inmates. On 
the stall were 72 sisters and 92 lav sisters, 
14 female keepers. 28 male keepers and 6 
night guardians. Besides these, 242 were 
employed. The total loss is estimated at 
$800,000. 
The following inmates of the women’s 
violent ward were seen at the barred win­ 
dows with the flames around them, and 
are known to have perished : Mrs. Kelly, 
of Montreal; Mrs. Williams, of Halifax : a 
Montreal woman known as Bridget Ma- 
Uoney; Mrs. Letonrnay, of Maisonnewoe. 
None have been found. The disaster has 
thrown several patients in a critical condi­ 
tion. One, named Quinn, died yesterday, 
while the fire was raging. Another, named 
Desquesne, died in the evening. The last 
rates of the church to-day were adminis­ 
tered to a man named Lambreque. 
Seven nuns are known to be among the 
victims who were roasted to death. Their 
names, as far as can be ascertained, are : 
La Mere Ijihia of the Sacred Heart, Sault 
au Recollect. Sister Marie Gravelle, her 
sister Julia, and two other nuns, named 
Gilbert and Bouthelier, all from Quebec. 
Chief Bennett says it was such a sight as 
no one ever before witnessed. In one hall 
were twenty-five patients, and at his ap­ 
proach they hnddled and clasped them­ 
selves together like a pack of beasts. He 
seized the nearest, “but,” said the chief, “I 
could no more separate that crowd than I 
could separate the parts of a body.” He 
tugged at them till the fire seized their gar­ 
ments and enfolded them in a shroud of 
liame. 
The spring rains had converted the coun­ 
try into a quagmire, and only horsemen i 
could get from place to place'. The poor 
Sisters, most of them young and delicate, 
stood ankle deep in mud, securing and 
superintending the removal of such turni- 
ture as had been saved. 
The patients who were got out of the 
building wandered about aimlessly, clad in 
scanty garments. When released'many of 
them leaped for joy and bounded like deer 
across the fields to the woods. Patients of 
both sexes escaped and now another new 
dread has come upon the inhabitants from 
the presence of so many escaped lunatics, 
and they will count themselves fortunate 
if they are not visited by a series of crimes 
such as only madmen can devise. 
According to a statement furnished by 
the Royal Commission of 1888, the Sisters 
of the province spent in iounding the in­ 
stitution $1,132,232, of which sum $700,000 
was for the erection of buildings. These 
buildings were surrounded by parterres 
and kitchen gardens. A large farm was 
attached to the establishment, which in­ 
cluded large outhouses. 
The buildings 
were insured for $300.000. From the con­ 
struction of tbe building, there is a doubt 
in some minds as to whether it was in­ 
tended for an asylum or a blast furnace. 


TH E HORROR IN TEN SIFIED . 


M o n t r e a l , May 7th —As the full details 
of the Longue Pointe Asylum fire becomes 
known the horror is intensified, and tbe 
Sister is derided who asserts that the num ­ 
ber of dead does not exceed sixty. It is 
known by the last report to the Quebec 
Government that there were 1,780 inmates 
instead of 1,300, and this much is certain, 
that no one will ever know the number of 
victims. 
From collateral information obtained it 
must be that there are 150 dead. If enough 
material can be found an inquest will be 
held. The firemen have left the ground, 
and the heat is dying out of the ruins. 
The Associated Press reporter was on 
the spot all day with his horse floundering 
among the mud and ashes. A discharged 
patient to-day affirmed that to all inquiries 
sent by friends as to the progress the pa­ 
tients were making one stereotyped answer 
was given, without any restrictions as to 
its accuracy : “Yourfriend’s physical con­ 
dition is excellent, but mentally there is 
no improvement.” 
It is now known that many of the wards 
were locked, and in cases where the fire­ 
men did not break in the doors, whole 
roomfuls perished miserably. 
The sight 
ot the screaming wretches yesterday was 
bad enough, but to-day there was a sadder 
spectacle in the weeping relatives seeking 
in vain for some tidings of some member 
of their family. 
Men coming up town to-night to dinner 
were startled by seeing a lunatic parading 
the streets rejoicing in his freedom and 
menacing women till he was secured. 
Paying patients fared the best, but the 
great loss was among those confined in the 
upper stories and those imprisoned in the 
dark basement cells. 
Fire Commissioner Perry characterizes 
the buildings as a death-trap and a dis­ 
grace to a civilized country. 
A startling 
report current to-night is that a large num ­ 
ber of male patients perished in the tlames 
while all of the women are thought to 
have escaped. It absolutely impossible, 
however, to add any new names to the list 
of the dead. It will be weeks before the 
nuns will be able to give any information. 


FEAR 
OF POISON. 


Fate of One o f the Em peror of China’s 
Food Tasters. 
S h a n g h a i, May 7th.—The Emperor is in 
constantdread of assassination. The poison, 
he fears, lurks in every cap, and every 
hand, he imagines, is armed with a dagger. 
Every article of food is tasted by a courtier 
before he touches it. 
It was rumored a 
few weeks ago that he was dead, and much 
excitement prevailed. The foreign Consuls 
made inquiries, but got no information. 
After a week, however, the decrees from 
the throne began to reappear, and Ihe Ver­ 
million mark on them showed that the 
Emperor was alive. 
There was, nevertheless, some ground 
for the rumor. 
A cup of white rose tea 
provided for the Emperor was tasted by a 
favorite courtier, the son of a Manchu 
military officer, and a few hours afterward 
the boy died in dreadful agony, and with 
all the symptoms of poisoning. 
The Emperor’s terror was increased a 
hundred fold by this incident and he fell 
sick, probably from sheer fright. 
For 
decencv’s sake a formal truce ha3 been 
patched up between the Emperor and tbe 


dowager Empress. It is announced that 
he will visit her in her palace as ofteu as 
possible 
This palace stands on the site of 
the old French cathedral, which was pulled 
down about three years ago. 


They AU Love llisum rrk. 
Berlin, M ay 7th.—During the debate on 
the budget in the Prussian Die! to-day 
Baron \ on Pfuei paid a warm tribute to 
Bismarck, and declared that to his policv 
Germany owed her tavorable financial po­ 
sition. Next to the Emperor, Germany 
owed her position in the world to Bis­ 
marck. He proposed a statue to Bismarck 
be erected in the chamber as a model of 
patriotism, loyalty and industry, and con­ 
cluded with an assurance ot devotion to 
the Emperor. 
The Reichstag to-day unanimously re­ 
elected Herr Von Levetzow President' la 
his opening speech he lauded Bismarck's 
imperishable services.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN T H E SENATE. 
Washington, May 7th.—A letter was received 
from the Secretary of the Treasury, transmitting 
inlormation called for by Mitchell respecting 
the importation aud exportation of gold and 
silver and the changes iu the money circula­ 
tion. The facts contained therein have been 
heretofore published in the reports of the vari­ 
ous officers of the Department. 
The Committee on Military Affairs report!d 
adversely on the bill for the relief of Henry Judd 
of Ashland, Or. 
Numerous pension and private relief bills 
were reported ou lavorably from the respective 
committees. 
The army and military academy appropria­ 
tion bill irom the Appropriations Committee, 
with amendments, was reported. 
Dolph reported the bill allowing California to 
take land iu lieu of sections 16 aud 32, which 
were found to be mineral land. 
Cockrell took the floor and made a strong 
speech in opnositiou to the bill and charged that 
it was entirely useless. He attacked Senator 
Chandler, and claimed that the bill was the 
produvt of his fertile brain. 
Plumb, by request, introduced a bill to organ­ 
ize the Grand Army of Labor. 
Call introduced a joint resolution authorizing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to investi­ 
gate all iuterierence. or attempted interference, 
of railroad corporations in the election of 
United State Senators. 
Call also read a letter to show that a certain 
railroad corporation iu Florida was distribut­ 
ing passes in order to secure his (Call's) defeat 
for re-election. Tbe resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Interstate Commerce. 
A letter was received irom the Acting Secre­ 
tary of the Interior transmitting the questions 
asked by the Superintendent ot the t ensus to 
ascertain the form of indebtedness of the United 
States. 
Gray moved to take up the bill to transfer the 
revenue mariue to the nsvy. and ou an aye aud 
no vote the motion was carried. 
Stewart said Jones of Nevada would be back 
to-morrow aud asked that the bill go over. 
Agreed to. 
At 3:40 the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session and made a number of confirma­ 
tions, among them being Jacob Shsen, Assistant 
Appraiser of Merchandise at San Francisco; 
Major James S. Casey, as Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the First Infantry; 
Charles G. Bartlett, as 
Colonel of the Ninth Infantry, and a number of 
First and Second Lieutenants. 
Adjourned at 6 
o’clock. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, May 7th.—The taritr fight has 
began in real earnest. Immediately alter read­ 
ing the journal the heavy artillery began to 
rear. This will be continued ior four days and 
nights, then the light infantry aud sharp-shoot­ 
ers will begin cross-tiring, and continue eight 
days fhrther, and ou May 2üth, after the smoke 
of battle has cleared away, the country will be 
apprised of the result of tiie battle.

j ates to the injury of society is a crime, 
whether the law defines it as such or not. 
The chief question is, whether society 
should in this particular instance attach 
a penalty for drunkenness, and whether 
such a law would act as a restraining in­ 
fluence ujion the appetites of men. There 
arises, also, in the consideration of the 
question, the inquiry, “W hat is drunken­ 
ness ?” There are men who by use of 
liquors bestialize themselves and render 
the lives of their families miserable and 
themselves incapable, who are never 
drunk, as the word goes. How would the 
doctor classify such men, the kind whose 
normal condition is that of “fullness?” 
Probably lie would resjond that he is a 
drunkard only who becomes so intoxicated 
as to partially lose his reason, and it would 
seein that such a definition would be the 
only one that could be adopted in any law. 


M r. B arw iuk , the Signal Officer of the 
United States Service at Sacramento, has 
issued for the Meteorological Department 
of the State Agricultural Society, as its 
Meteorologist, the annual review of Cali­ 
fornia meteorology for the year 18SW. The 
reports of this dejiartment have received 
recognition from many of the home and 
foreign scientific societies, as exceedingly 
valuable contributions. 
They do the 
author high credit, hut more sc the State, 
the climate of which in all its varied belts 
is thus set forth with a degree of accuracy 
that is not jiossible in any general account. 
Especial value is given to these reports by 
the comparisons made between tempera­ 
ture, rainfall, etc., of the various sections 
of the State and those of other parts of 
the United States. There are portions of 
these reports that would serve the State 
well by wider circulation and publicity 
than they are likely to receive in the form 
of an elaborate official volume of nearly 
two hundred pages. They set at rest all 
disputes aud doubts in the Eastern mind 
concerning the claims made for the equa­ 
bility of the California climate.

' HOW CALIFORNIA SHOULD BE REPRE­ 
SENTED AT CHICAGO. 


DRUNKENNESS AS A CRIME. 
In the .-Irena Dr. Henry A. H artt dis­ 
cusses the liquor question from a new or a 
comparatively new standpoint. 
His idea 
is to abandon all efforts to regulate the 
traffic, and treat drunkenness as a crime. 
It jiervades all classes, says the essayist, 
while regulation can reach only the class 
that goes to the bar. It is a germinal 
crime, and therefore prohibition, high 
license and such remedies cannot reach it. 
W e punish theft, burglary, and murder, 
why not punish this other crime and 
associate it with felonies when oft re­ 
peated ? Theft is an abuse of money, 
drunkenness is the abuse of an article in 
the abstract useful, he argues. Shall we 
then abandon punishment of the former 
crimes and seek to prevent them by moral 
suasion or regulative laws? His idea is, 
therefore, to commit temjierance reforms 
to the church and any other moral agen­ 
cies that choose to prevail ujion men, hut 
that so far as society is concerned as a 
government, it should deal with the re­ 
sults of the abuse of liquors as it does 
with other abuses and condemn drunken­ 
ness as a crime, as was done by the Mosaic 
law, and as has been done in the State of 
Minnesota. The argument of the doctor 
is ingenious; for instance, he says that 
manufacturers and dealers in liquors are 
vitally interested in the stijqrression of 
drunkenness. Its existence and spread 
puts their business under a social ban; it 
occasions them innumerable annoyances, 
and puts them to great expense in resist­ 
ing 
efforts made 
to suppress their 
business, and 
in 
jweventing 
injuri­ 
ous 
legislation, 
and 
finally 
that 
from drunkenness they do not derive 
any real pecuniary advantage. It is as­ 
serted that the Minnesota law, which was 
adopted a year ago, works well and gives 
the j>eop!e general satisfaction. 
So far branding the drunkard as a law­ 
less person when in a drunken condition is 
concerned, there will not lie any strong ob­ 
jection made by society. That he is a 
nuisance is uudeniable. That he is enti­ 
tled to pity may be true where his drunk­ 
enness has assumed the form of a disease; 
but the projier place for him then is an 
asylum for treatment of the disease. But 
it is not clear that because drunkenness is 
an ofiense, there should therefore be no 
regulative measures by society of the busi­ 
ness of liquor selling. There is no com- 
mtinitv in the civilized world where some 
degree of regulation is not exercised over 
it as well as over most other kinds ot’busi­ 
ness. That regulation is not a cure, but a 
palliative, is no argument agaiust even so 
much of effort on the part of society to j>ro- 
tect itself. If prohibition lacks the essen­ 
tial element of strength to be found in com­ 
munity sujiport of its measures, it cannot 
be said that this is trueof regulation. But 
to juinish drunkeuness as a crime, to 
make it a barrier to good citizenship, as 
the church makes it a harrier into heaven, 
according to its code, is by no means a 
visionary idea. W hether it would work 
the suppression of drunkenness and rele­ 
gate it wholly to the haunts of vice and 
crime, as the essayist insists it would, can 
only be conjectural. In Minnesota the 
experiment is too recent to justify any set­ 
tled conclusions being reached concerning

How would it do for 
the young Emperor to make himself 
famous by calling a Congress of all the 
nations with a view to considering the 
establishment of a new basis for eternal 
peace, by the laying down of arms by all 
the jiowers, and the erection of a solemn 
comjiact to stand by the agieement, under 
the penalty that if any one of them in 
any respect violates it all the others would 
combine to stop the proceeding ? 
A \\ iscoNsiN Court has decided that in 
that State it is not legal for a dentist to 
extract a tooth on Sunday. Did that Judge 
ever hear of the ass in the pit, and what 
the Savior said concerning lifting him out 
on the day of rest? It was the same 
Teacher who asked the Scribes and Phari­ 
sees : Is it lawful on the Sabbath days 
to do good or do evil? to save life 
or destroy it? 
If the laws of Wis­

A formal application for space at the 
World's Fair has been made on behalf of 
the State of California. At the meeting of 
the State Board of Trade on the 20th ult. 
the kind and character of the exhibit which 
should be made and the measures to be 
taken to raise the money will come up for 
consideration, and it is probable that formal 
recommendations to the Legislature will be 
made. 
W. H. Mills, the Land Agent of the 
Southern Pacific, and one of the moving 
spirits in the State Board of Trade, is one 
of the most ardent supporters of the pro­ 
position to have a distinctly California ex­ 
hibit in Chicago, large and varied enough 
to command the attention of every one of 
the two or three million people whom it is 
estimated will visit the fair. 
“California should be represented by a 
display of the highest order or else not at 
all.'' said Mr. Mills to a Post reporter to day, 
“and I do not thing there is a single man 
in the State who will argue that we should 
have no exhibit. 
The fair is one which 
will attract attention from the whole world. 
It celebrates the fourth centennial of the 
discovery of America, an event which has 
had more influence in the history of the 
world than any other in the Christian era. 
Columbus’ voyage marked an era in science! 
in the manners of men, in the social sys­ 
tem and in all political systems, and natu­ 
rally the celebration of so great an event 
will attract the attention of all civilized 
people. 
“Chicago is by long odds the best place 
for the fair as far as California’s interests 
are concerned. Not for fifty years will we 
have another world's fair so near us, nor 
so many visitors within reaching distance 
of us It may be taken for granted at the 
outset that the fair will be a success be­ 
yond the expectations of the promoters. 
"Our opportunity is two fold. We can 
not only make such a display as will draw 
to us and our resources the attention of all 
people, but we can bring to the State a vas: 
number of visitors, many of whom will 
remain with us. We can have every one 
at the fair asking about the State, its re­ 
sources, its climate and its natural attrac­ 
tions, and gain thereby a position among 
the States of the Union which cannot 
otherwise be had. 
“ The opportunity of bringing visitors to 
the State is by ail means the best we will 
ever have. It is necessary that our exhibit 
be distinctive, that it be first-class in every 
respect, and that in some ot its features it 
be absolutely unique. Above all we must 
be by ourselves. 
"Take for instance the Paris Exposition. 
There were in all some sixteen general 
classifications of exhibits, and everything 
that was sent from the United Stales or 
any other country was duly assigned to 
the proper class. Now, if everything we 
send on to Chicago is to be cut up in this 
manner we practically dilute the effect of 
our show by sixteen, and have our goods 
buried in the mass of things coming Irom 
elsewhere. I do not wish to have it under­ 
stood that I am at all opposed to goiDg into 
the general exhibition; not at all. We 
should have fall representation there with 
all our varied products, and we should be 
well represented, too. 
“But what is of more imjoortance to U3, 
we should have a separate space set apart 
for us, whereon a distinctive California 
bnildmg could be erected and in which we 
could make a display unrivaled in the en­ 
tire fair. By doiDg this we will have every 
one at the fair talking about our display 
and asking about the State, which will in­ 
evitably result in bringing visitors by the 
tens of thousands. 
“I have already thought of some things 
we should have in our building. We should 
have first of all a relief map of the State, 
made on papier mache, showing the val­ 
leys, the location of the cities, the water 
courses and all on such a large scale that 
the visitors could be conducted through 
the State, as it were, on foot. 
“We should have a model of the Yo- 
semite made in papier mache, with the 
sides at least forty or fifty feet high, and 
with the falls of runniDg water. This would 
enable us to conduct our visitors through 
the miniature valley and imbue them with 
a desire, to see the real valley in all its 
sublimity. 
“We should have a big tree on the 
grounds, set up so that it will tower above 
everything in the vicinity. It is entirely 
possible to cut one of these monster trees in­ 
to sections, splitting it wherever necessary, 
rather than sawing it. The tree can be set 
up on the fair grounds in all its grandeur, 
and it will do more toward convincing the 
world of the magnitude of these forest 
gianis than all the figures in Christendom. 
"Near this tree we should set up a mina- 
ture forest, in which the highest of the 
trees should be. say 25 feet high. They 
should be made of papier mache and 
should show the relative hights of the 
great redwood and the ordinary forest trees 
of the Kast, such a? the maple, elm, hick­ 
ory. beach and others. 
“We should have a superb display of 
historic relics, showing the stages of" the 
grewih of the State from the time of the 
visit of Sir Francis Drake to the discovery 
of gold, giving particular attention to relics 
of the old Mission days. Our display of 
relics from Marshall's time should be iarge 
and varied. 
“We should bave&D unapproachable dis­ 
play of horticultural products. We can 
show the finest, largest and most varied 
fruits in America. We can make a dis­ 
play of green fruit which will simply as­ 
tound the visitors, and the supply should 
be renewed every day from the fresh fruit 
shipments that will go East during the 
frutt season. There is no reason why this 
should not be done with little or no ex­ 
pense, for we should not want any green 
fruit to remain longer than twenty-four 
hours in the bnilding. The exhibit of 
dried and preserved fruits should be ex­ 
tensive, and represent every product we 
have which is marketable. " 
“ We should have a display of wines and 
brandies which will vie with those from 
abroad. Our success in winning medals at 
the Paris Exposition has greatly encour­ 
aged and stimulated the wine producers. 
They can do infinitely better at Chicago 
than they did at Paris. 
"W e want a mining display which will 
beat that of Colorado out of sight. W hat 
we do not want is to send on a few two and 
four-bit pieces of mineral and pnt them 
under glass. I recollect at one World’s 
Fair I attended Colorado hada grotto made 
entirely of ores. The idea was unique, 
and we want something that will be still 
more striking. I would suggest that we 
set up a small stamp mill and extract gold 
then and there from ores which could be 
supplied. We should set up a silver mill 
and extract the r tetal before the eyes of 
the visitors. 
“We should hkve a display of agricultu­ 
ral products such as was never betpre col­ 
lected. 
“We want a large aquarium in which 
salmon and trout and other distinctively 
California fishes should swim, 
“Our floral display can be made one of 
the most attractive on the grounds. Not 
only can the exhibit of flowers be magnifi­ 
cent beyond description, but we can show 
our palms and dates and other floral pro­ 
ducts which can come from nowhere else 
in America. 
“Silk culture will come in for a place. 
We should have the worms there and the 
various apparatus used in drying the 
cocoons. We should also have the process 
of reeling the new silk from the cocoons. 
I have always found that people take a 
most active interest in this operation, and 
it should never stop. 
"As for manufactures, we can beat the 
world in mining machinery. We should 
have models of the great mills and hoist­ 
ing and pumping machinery on the Corn- 
stock lode. A small woolen mill might be 
set up, and other manufactures should be 
fully represented. Moreover, we should 
j have the models of the Charleston. San 
Francisco and Monterey and any other 
meu-of-war for which we may get "the con­ 
traes, conspicuously displayed 
• 
“All of these ideas which I have given 
expression to are. of course, rather general, 
but they could be elaborated or pruned as 
occasion would warrant, and many new 
features added. 
“ Above all we should have a bureau of 
California literature, which can do vast 
good by disseminating a vast amount of re 
i liable information concerning the State. 
This literature should treat of the health of 
the people, tbe climate of the various sec 
tions and Talleys, the productions, the cdu- 
' cational facilities, the opportunities tor 


capital and the principal industries, such 
as mining, manufactures, agriculture, hor­ 
ticulture and commerce. No cheap or 
tawdry publication or pamphlets should be 
permitted to go out—abeolntely nothing 
but the most accurate statements. 
“Above all, the pamphlets and other 
publications should be most handsomely 
illustrated. _ This bureau of literature, 
which will distribute information concern­ 
ing California and how to get here, will be 
one of the most valuable adjuncts which 
our exhibit will have. 
"I merely mention all these things as 
showing what might and should be done to 
attract people in this direction, and to en­ 
courage the coming of people of means, not 
only of this country, but of Europe and 
elsewhere. The chance to get so manv 
people here, recollect, will not come again 
for fifty years. 
“Now let me say a word as to how manv 
people we could hope to bring here It is 
estimated that from 2 000,000 to 3 000 000 
people will visit Chicago. Surely, bv mak­ 
ing such a display as we propose we" ought 
to get at least 100,000 of them to visit us. 
Now, the round trip fare from Chicago to 
San F rancisco on this occasion should not 
exceed £100. Do a little figuring and you 
will Dcd that the receipts of the various 
transcontinental railroads would aggregate 
$10 000.000. Suppose onlv 50000 people 
come, the receipts of the railrosds would 
be $5,000 000. It must be remembered that 
the railroad fares of the visitors is 01.lv a 
part of what they will spend. W hat with 
hotel bills and trips to Yosemite and a 
thousand and one other places they will 
leave enough money in the State to’more 
than pay the people for any expenditure 
they may authorize, let alone thegreat ben­ 
efit which all will get from the free adver­ 
tising that it will give us. 
“Now what are our resources, and what 
will all of this cost9 Chicago has guaran­ 
teed to raise $10,000,000 in order to get the 
fair. Suppose California goes to the man­ 
agers of the fair with substantial backing 
and a guarantee of an unparalleled and 
uit-que display. There is not the least 
doubt but what we could not only have all 
tbe space we wanted, but that the "managers 
would assist us in erecting our quarters. I 
think that at the very lowest the State 
should appropriate $250,COO, and this can 
be supplemented by private subscriptions 
o! as ttinch more. The various railroads 
which would join in the benefits can assist 
in raising the funds, and depend on it, if 
we go jirepared to make a monster show, 
the people of the State will stand in and 
do ail iu their power to help it along. 
"The management must be wholly free 
from any suggestion of politics. A World's 
Fair Association should be incorporated 
and should provide for the appointment of 
delegates from the various trade organiza­ 
tions ana industries. I am heart and soul 
opposed to any scheme which does not in­ 
clude practical men. Every commercial 
organization in this city and State should 
be represented. The wheat growers should 
have one of their number on the Board, 
as should the viueyardists, the fruit­ 
growers, the fruit-packers, the raisin men, 
¡he miners, manufacturers, and all the call­ 
ings of lile. When this is done the people 
w 11 have confidence in us, and it is only 
fair to expect that all the transcontinental 
roads will bear their share of the expense. 
“Once in Chicago, excursions to Califor­ 
nia can be organized and everything pos­ 
sible can be done in advance to insure the 
comfort of our guests. 
“There is one thing that must be im­ 
pressed on our people—either this thing 
must be done on a stupendous scale or we 
had best go with tbe rest of the States and 
be crushed out of space by the more popu­ 
lous aud influential Eastern States. We 
do not want any second-class show. It 
would do us more injury than good, and 
I know that it will be easier to get $250,­ 
000 for this purpose, with an assurance 
that we will have the best thing going, 
than it will be to raise $25,000 for a second 
or third-class display which will do us no 
good at all. 
“California is entitled to the best. We 
have all the elements of greatness, and 
on the largest scale only we will succeed. 
On any other proposition we will fail out­ 
right. 
"One of the most important sources of 
revenue, provided California has a separate 
building for an exhibition, outlined against 
a clear sky, will be the advertising ad­ 
vantages or privileges of the building. 
The advertising advantages of the Amer­ 
ican exhibition in London netted the 
management over a million of dollars. I 
know of one railroad in the United States 
that paid $20,000 for the privilege of ad­ 
vertising its lines on wall space about ten 
feet square. 
I believe the advertising 
privileges of such an exhibition to be 
worth from $100,000 to $200 000.” 
GOVERNOR PERKINS’ VIEWS, 
Ex Governor Perkins is another gentle­ 
man in favor of making a liberal appropri­ 
ation for the purpose. “I have not given 
the matter any considerable attention,” 
said he, “but it seems to me that the State 
should start the ball rolling with a liberal 
appropriation, and that private enterprise 
should respond cheerfully and liberally. 
We have the opportunity of the century 
to bring visitors (and the'best class of peo­ 
ple, too) to California, and it is an oppor­ 
tunity which should not be neglected un­ 
der any circumstances. F’rom what 1 have 
heard from those who are most interested, 
at least a quarter of a million dollars will 
be needed to start the enterprise in the 
proper channel. I fully agree with the 
general feeling that we do not want any 
cheap second-class display; better by far i'f 
there should be none at all. I hope that 
the State Board of Trade and all the com­ 
mercial organizations will let the Legislat­ 
ure know their wishes in no uncertain 
language, and it really does seem to me 
that we ought to have a separate exhibit 
which will surpass everything we have yet 
attempted.” 
CAPTAIN MERRY’S VIEWS. 
Captain W illiam I,. Merry, ex-President 
of the Chamber of Commerce, has the fol­ 
lowing to say regarding what sort of dis­ 
play California should make: 
“The State of California, having, through 
its representatives in Congress, supported 
the claims of Chicago to the World’s Fair, 
should do all in its power to secure a cred­ 
itable representation th°re. To this end 
the next Legislature should make a liberal 
appropriation (not less than $250,000) for 
this purpose, and reliable Commissioners 
should be appointed on salary, who should 
then open offices at San F'rancisco and Los 
Angeles, and receive applications for suace. 
To aid the Commissioners, the Chambers 
ofCommerce, Boards of Trade, Manufactur­ 
ers' Association. Produce Exchange and 
the State organizations representing viti- 
cultural, horticultural and agricultural in­ 
terests should invite co-operation from 
their membership, each raising funds 
to pay the expense of its specialty. 
Early applications for space should 
be made, and extra efforts should 
be put forth to properly represent the State. 
Application should be made to the Trans­ 
continental Association and to the steam­ 
ship companies having terminals here for 
special return rates of passage to Chicago 
during the fair, which would encourage 
special excursions emanating from or pass­ 
ing through this city. To such excursion­ 
ists from foreign countries en route to and 
from tbe fair hotels here should reduce 
rates in lieu of subscribing to tbe general 
fund. It is an opportunity to advertise 
California ihat will never again occur, and 
there should be enough public spirit here 
to take advantage of it. Land-owners,cap­ 
italists, merchants, manufacturers, in fact 
all classes of the community should be 
pleased in their own interest to aid in hav­ 
ing a first class California representation in 
Chicago.”

FOR THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


T h e A m erican B ridge an d B u ilding Com ­ 
p any M akes th e L ow est B id - 
O th e r B usiness T ran sacted . 


The Board of Supervisors reconvened 
yesterday morning, all the members being 
present. 
Road Overseer Hamilton, through whose 
district the Freeport road runs, asked the 
Board for permission to expend $250 of his 
district funds for sprinkling that road. The 
road was (raveled a great deal, he said, and 
unless it was kept in good condition, much 
of the trade would be lost. 
Supervisor Bates thought that this was 
rather a new way of getting at the sprink­ 
ling business. 
Heretofore, he said, the 
county did not have to pay for all the 
sprinkling, property owners paying a por­ 
tion of it. 
Supervisor Greer replied that in Hamil­ 
ton they had an honest man to deal with. 
There was no doubt in his mind but that 
the Road Ovsrseer would get subscriptions 
toward paying for a poition of the sprink­ 
ling, just as he had always done. 
Hamilton chipped in with a sort of “you 
bet” little speech. 
Mr. Batts said he didn’t want to convey 
the impression lhat he was opposed to the 
sprinkling of roads or (hat he doubted Mr. 
Hamilton’s honesty. All that he wanted 
was to see a check put on all Road Over­ 
seers in the matter of drawing on the 
county funds. He believed in treating 
them ail alike. 
Supervisor Greer said that the Freeport 
road was one of the most important ones in 
Sacramento county, and it was very im­ 
portant that it should be kept in good con­ 
dition. 
la conclusion he moved that 
Overseer Hamilton be allowed to expend 
$250 for the purpose. 
Bates declared that $200 would be enough, 
but he was voted down, Greer's motion 
prevailing. 
This being settled, Mr. Greer called the 
attention of the Board to the fact that a 
portion of the Amador road runniDg by H. 
S. Putney’s place was, and had been for 
some time, inuudated 
and impassable. 
Some stock had been drowned there, and 
people who attempted to ford it did so at 
the risk of their lives. It would cost $800 
or $1,000. he said, to bridge the Diace or 
grade it, but Mr. Putney had informed him 
that he would give the county a new road 
over high ground through "his land for 
$500. 
The matter was discussed at some length, 
the majority of the members beingin favor 
of accepting Mr. Putney’s offer. It was 
finally referred, however, to the Committee 
on Roads aad Bridges. 
The mention of bridges brought Road 
Overseer Plummer, of District No. 8, to 
his feet. He called attention to the shaky 
condition of the old McCracken bridge, 
which sways in the breezes over the placid 
waters of the Cosumnes, and advised the 
Board to hang signs up on the bridge 
warning the traveling public not to ven­ 
ture over the structure with more than 
20,000 pounds of freight or live-stock, or 
to drive over faster than a walk. 
Mr. Grter said that if there was a shadow 
of a doubt regarding the safety of the 
bridge, it had better be taken down and a 
new one put in its place. 
It would never 
do, he said, to endanger lives in such a 
manner. 
Mr. Tebbets said he had become sick and 
tired of heariDg about the McCracken 
bridge. It bad cost the county more, for 
patching and repairs, than two new bridges 
would cost. "I want to say right here,” he 
continued, “that I'll never vote again for 
any more wishy-washy patching up of that 
bridge. It you have to warn people to 
keep off of it, you had better tie a rope 
around it and close it up altogether. I’ll 
resign my position on this Board before 
I ’ll put io my vote to maintain a concern

John L. Woods, who for years lias con­ 
ducted the little fruit-stand on the west 
side of Fourth street, above the Postoffice, 
is evidently determined to keep himself be­ 
fore the public. He bas managed to do so 
in the past by engaging in frequent rows 
with his wife, and finally, by bringing suit 
against her for divorce. The divorce case 
has not been heard yet, but still Woods is 
restless. 
It was only a week ago that, pistol in 
hand, he chased a barber named Clifton 
for quite a distance, seeking, as he after­ 
wards admitted, to murder the tonsorial 
artist because of the iatter’s attentions to 
the woman from whom he (Woods) desired 
to be divorced. He was jailed for this but 
was released the next day because Clifton, 
who should swear to the complaint, could 
not be found. 
Last evening Woods resumed operations. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock he appeared in the 
vicinity of the fruit-stand, aud after hover­ 
ing around for a while, finally went in.

Later on he appeared 
at the police station and told the officer in 
charge that his wife had struck him with 
one of the weights belonging to the scales.

SHE WORE BLACK EYES. 


H e r 
M rs. W h ite 's 
C om plaint 
A gainst 
H u sb an d D ism issed. 
In the Police Court yesterday the battery 
case of Robert White was dismissed on the 
filing of a stipulation of satisfaction. The 
complaining witness was the wife of the 
defendant, and when brought into Court 
she was asked by City Attorney Hart if 
she wished to have the case dismissed. 
She replied that she did, providing that 
her husband would pay her $30 a month, 
as ordered by the Superior Court, for the 
support of herself and childreu. 
“Did he strike you?” asked Mr. Hart. 
“Yes. sir, he did,” replied Mrs. White. 
He struck and slapped me, and I've 
worn many a black eye from his blows.” 
Judge Buckley said it would probably be 
the better plan to have the case dismissed, 
and he made an order to that effect. 
that's a danger to people's lives.” 
Chairman Ross said a prominent farmer 
told him recently that he would not drive 
across the bridge with a four-in-hand. 
Mr. Tebbets then moved that the Board 
secure the service of G. A. Stoddard, the 
well-known engineer of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, and County Surveyor Boyd 
to go 8Dd inspect the bridge and report its 
condition to the Board at its next session 
in June. 
It was also decided to place the signs 
suggested by Mr. Plummer on the bridge, 
with the addition that fines be imposed 
upon persons who violate the conditions 
set forth on said signs. 
UTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess the Committee on Contracts 
met (the other members of the Board 
meeting with them) for the purpose of 
openiDg bids for constructing a new water- 
tower and tanks for the County Hospital. 
Though it was understood during the 
forenoon that there would be fully half a 
dozen bidders for the work, only three ap­ 
peared before the Board and exhibited 
their plans. These were George B. Dean, 
C. Schindler and the American Bridge and 
Building Company. 
The last-named bidder was represented 
by Mr. Thompson, President of the com­ 
pany. and Mr. Leonard, They presented 
six propositions to the Board for building 
the tower. All of the propositions were 
for a s:eel tower carrying two tanks, each 
of 25.WK) gallons capacity. 
The prices 
ranged from $0,585 to $7,620. The cheaper 
ones were for wooden tanke, while the $7,­ 
620 proposition was for galvaDized-iron 
tanks and steel throughout the tower. 
Dean a plans were not exactly in accord­ 
ance with the specifications required by 
the Board. His tower would only be sev­ 
enty feet in height, while the epeci’tications 
called for one seventy-five feet high. His 
tanks would be of wood, but the tower of 
iron. His bid was very close to that of the 
American Bridge Company, but the com­ 
mittee did not appear to favor his plan on 
account of the deficiency in bight. 
Schindler proposed to build the entire 
structure, tower aud all, of wood, and put 
his price at $3 300. 
Mr. Bates declared that he was in favor 
of a structure that would last “forever,” 
and therefore would vote for a steel tower 
and galvanized iron tanks. He pointed to 
the American Company’s plans, and said 
they suited him better thau the others 
The other members of the committee 
agreed with Mr. Bates, and so voted. 
The committee then adjourned and the 
Board re-corvened. 
Thecommitteereported in favor of lettin 
the contract to the American Bridge am 
Bnilding Company, and the Board went 
through the formality of legalizing the 
order. 
Adjourned. 


LEARY STILL ALIVE. 


H e Shot H im self B ecause H e W as W ith ­ 
ou t M oney a n d F riends. 
VViliiam Leary, the young man who, as 
stated in yesterday’s R ecord-Ukion, at 
tempted suicide on the steps of the Court­ 
house at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, is 
still a!ive and his chances for life or death 
are about even. Leary is the boy who fig­ 
ured at Kik Grove the other day iu a crim 
inal trial aud also a civil suit, lawyer Ksta 
brook acting as his attorney in both cases 
H e came bere Tuesday, and wore a de 
jected look as though something was wor­ 
rying him. 
’ Alter he shot himself the first one to the 
scene was Under Sheriff W. W. Coons 
He found Leary lying 'on the stone steps 
with a 38 caliber pistol near by and blood 
streaming from a wonnd in the side of the 
face. He was taken into the Sheriffs 
office and afterwards to the Receiving Hos­ 
pital. where a physician was called and his 
wound was dressed. 
The bullet had emered the head in front 
of the right ear. striking the sharp bone 
there and probably ranging downward 
Although the doctors probed for it for 
quite a while yesterday, the bullet could 
not be placed. The patient is still alive, 
and the City Physician says it is possible 
and quite probable that he may recover. 
To a nurse at the hospital yesterday he 
said he shot himself because he had no 
■money or friends and didn't know where 
\o look for work. “I thought I’d be dead 
in a minute," be said. “If I hadn’t I 
wouldn’t have done it.” 
Leary is about 20 years of age and bas 
worked on a ranch near Elk Grove. He 
has toid parties that he came here from 
Wisconsin.

Thanks to tbe pioneers reminiscences 
of ’49 are quite plentiful. But not so with 
’41. General John Bidwell, who is now 
prominently before the public as the Pro­ 
hibitionists’ candidate for Governor, ad­ 
dressed a large andience in Masonic Hall, 
Stockton, night before last, and surprised 
his auditors. “I came, to California forty- 
eight years ago,” be said, “and ours was 
one of the first party of white men that 
ever crossed tbe Sierra Nevada mountains. 
When we arrived at tbe Stanislaus river at 
a point about twenty miles from where the 
city of Stockton now stands, we concluded 
to hold a consultation. We found plenty 
of game, plenty of wild birds, and the 
country, therefore, was to us a perfect 
Eden. It was almost a paradise, for we 
had been about twenty days or more cross­ 
ing the Sierra Nevada' range and entirelv 
without provisions. The last ox we killed 
on the journey high up in the mountains 
was so poor that there was little less than 
skin and bones about him, and the bones 
bad no marrow iu them. We thought it 
pretty hard living; but later on we bad no 
ox to kill, could find no game and couid 
spare no animals except such as became 
exhausted and would fall over the cliffs— 
when we had to take those poor animals 
and try to eat them. 
“ When we arrived in the great San Joa­ 
quin valley and saw tlie Coast Range of 
monntains, away off in the distance, Mt. 
Diablo, and the blue range 
extending 
southward, we said : ‘Surely we have to 
cross that range before we get into Califor­ 
nia.’ 
So we had a consultation. Some 
though! it was 1,000 miles yet to California. 
Some of use thought we might be within 
500 miles, and assuredly we would have to 
cross that Sierra we saw away off in tbe 
west—aud perhaps we might have to cross 
many ranges more before we got to Cali­ 
fornia. Well, some said: ‘Let us stay and 
kill game to do us on the rest of the 
journey.’ Others said: ‘Let’s rush on over 
those mountains. 
The range back of us 
has recently been covered with snow aud 
that ahead of us may soon be. Let's get 
over it before winter comes on.’ But we 
were persuaded by the rest to stay, and right 
here in this region we found the first evi 
dence of civilization. 
That night we were 
attacked by Indians—and we all ran.”
